| NEW ELEVATED RUSH PLAN. 


Service Board Suggests Side Doors 
and Broader Platforms and Gates. 


The Public: Service Commission decided 
yesterday to postpone for a time the con- 
sideration of an order compelling the In- 
terborough to run eight-car trains in the 
rush boven on the elevated roads and to 
take up! instead the provision of side- 
doors, broader car platforms and gates, 
the installation of improved brakes, and 
the general enlargement of the stations 
of these roads. Th@se changes are likely 
to pave the way for the increase in the 
length of the trains at some future date. 

The first hearing on the order will be 
held by Commissioner Eustis on. Nov. 21. 
The matter was brought up by Mr. Eustis 
at the regular meeting of the commission 
yesterday. He has been presiding for

{MOUNTED POLICEMEN 


‘DROP INTO A CELLAR 


With Horses, Break Through 
Porch Onto Which They Had 


Ridden to Catch Assailants. 


A FALL OF FIFTEEN FEET 


Could Not Find. Their Way Out and 


Were Prisoners Until Reserves 
Were Summoned, 


With theip heads bent against the driv- 
ing snowstorm, Mounted’ Policemen Ben- 
jamin McGowan and John McManus of 
the Bronx Park Station rode up Third 
Avenue last night on their Way back to 
the station, after having acted as escorts 
all day for street-cleaning wagons. At 
188th Street a shower * stones fell about 
the policemen. 

Reining up and looking back, MéGowan 
and McManus saw some thirty men sil- 
hovetted against the dimiy lit window of 
an old tavern on the corner. As the 
‘policemen looked’ a second shower of 
stones féll about them. Both turned about 
and rode at full speed toward the corner. 
The gang ran in all directions, most of 
them, however, heading for the tavern 
door. 

There is:an old wooden porch in front 
of the tavern which is level. with the side- 
walk. In their efforts to catch théir as- 
sailants before th¢y ‘could gain the shelter 
of the: tavern the policemen rodo at full 
speed on to this porch. 

There was a sound of splintered wood, 
and the porch, gavé way beneath their 
horses. Steeda and policemen plunged 
down fifteen feet into the cellar just as 
the last of their assailants slipped 
through the door into the tavern. 

Horses and men were badly cut and, 
bruised by their fall. ~The policemen were 
half stunned, put they jumped, free of 
}thelr ‘plunging horses 4nd finetly 
.them,. Above .theit heads ed the 
éoho of running feet, and presently. every- 
thing was till. Theif assailants had run 
out of the ‘tavern and, escaped. 

Neither. the proprietor. nor any, of his 
customers, who had»taken no part in the 


the thoroughly angered policemen, how- 
ever, and; as: McManus and McGowan 
could find no way to get out, they were 
forced to stay in the cellar until the re- 
serves from the Tremont Station, sum- 
moned by the tavern keeper, arrived, 

Their comrades got McManus and Mc- 
Gowan out of the.cellar by a rear door 
leading into ‘the yard, and their horses 
finally; were led up the few steps to the 
street level. Neither would. be treated 
by an ambulance surgeon, though both 
were badly hurt. They rode their horses 
to the Bronx Park Station, where they 
reported sick, and their mounts were 
givem into the care of.a veterinary sur- 
geon. 

Detectives went to the neighborhood of 
the tavern, but late last night had got no 
trace of the policemen’s assailants. The 
place is within two blocks of Stable L 
of the Street Cleaning Department.

NO ONE SAW THE ACCIDENT 


Police Suspect. Autoists and Engage 
In Almost Hopeless Search for

Mother Because He Was Hungry. 


| Matteo Delomo,. an Ttaltan shoemaker, 
who was arrested ‘as’ hie was entering his 
store at 603 Humboldt Street, Brooktyn, 
‘Monday night, for’ the murder of his 
mother, his sister, Mrs: Marcella Lo Faro, 
and her five-year-old daughter, Rosa, at 
their home;: 73 Franklin Avene, earlier 
in the day, confessed his guilt yestenday. 

Delomo. stolidly maintained his inno- 
cénee when he was arrested, and after 
several hours of gruelling crose-éxamitia- 
tion at the Vernon Avenue Station during 
which Deputy Commissioner Dougherty 
and Acting Captain Coughlin of the 
Brovklyn Detective Bureau took turns, he 
had not weaken 

He was taken to the Gates Avenue Court 
yesterday morning and arraigned before 
Magistrate Nash, charged with homicide, 
on the complaint of his brother-in-law, 
\Adolph’ Lo Faro, who discovered his wife 
and child and mother-in-law murdered 
when he returned home for dinner on 
Monday, 

Megistrate Nash advised the prisoner of 
his rights and asked him if he wished to 
procure counsel, to which he assented. 
The Magistrate then held him without 
bail for examination on Nov, 16. 

It was in the prisoner's pen of the court, 
|e few minutes later, that Delomo con- 

| fessed, and jt was through thé.kindness 
‘of Detective Cavanaugh that he was in- 
duced to do Bo. Cavanaugh knew Delomo, 
and the latter recognized the acquaintance 
of the detective when he wae doing patrol 
duty. Cavanaugh went alone into Delo- 
mo’s cell. Delomo had been very nerv- 
ous beforethe Magistrate, and when 
Cavanaugh approached him sympathetio- 
ally, he broke. down and exclaimed:' “I 
did it! I did it!” 

Then, in the presence of Cavanaugh, 
Lieut. Detective Turmey, and . Detective 
Battalora, he said: 

“T went to my sister’s houge — 
before noon, I was starving and she re- 
fused to give me food and ordered me out 
of the place. I asked my mother, but 
she would not help me. I lost my temper. 
I must have gone crazy then and shot 
them all. That is when I did it. I owed 





food. I was being turned out into the 
streets —— ** and the thought of 
this turned m 

Delomo then told the détectives where 
he had thrown, the revolver with which 
he committed the triple murder. He said 
that he took a car and went to 76 Rich- 
ardson Street, Greenpoint. Betweeen. that 
house and the one next door there is an 
alley hardly wide enough for a man to 
go through. The detectives went there 

ith Delome and found the pevoiver, th 
four chambers discharged, which — 
eaid was the weapon he used.

36 in crisp bills on a shelf, Delomo 
this was part of the money he took from 
his sister, and the woman's husband rec- 
ognized zed tho money in a roll as ho wave} it 
to her before he went to work that 
ing.

Street Jall.

President Van ‘Hise Would Control 
Prices and Excessive Profits. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 14.—The reg- 
ulation of prices by a National commis- 
sion similar to the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, rathér than the general dis- 
solution by the Government: of the #s0- 
called trusta, was urged by President Van 
Hise of the University of Wisconsin in 
an address on “Concentration in Indus- 
try’ before the students of Harvard Uni- 
versity to-day. Dr. Van Hise is a. close 
personal and political friend of Senator 
La Follette. 

“When great economic advantage can 
be shéwn from concentration. of Industry,” 
he said, “‘ such concentrations should not 
be broken ‘up nor prohibited... Neverthe- 
less, the conditiéns which make possible 
excessive profits cannot longer be allowed 
to exist. If .existing concentrations - be 
permitted to continue, !t ts ‘certain that 
they must be controlled. 

“Experience with the reflroad rate 
problem points the way to the creation of 
State and National commissions having 
powers with reference to industrial econ- 
omies similar to, but greater than, those 
of existing Railroad Rate Commissions:

“We are doing too much with city 
money,” eaid the Mayor in his re- 
marks upon the city’s largest budget. 
The more general opinion is not that 
the city is doing too much, but that not 
enough: is.:done with the city’s cash. 
In-other words the demands upon the 
city's cash ere excessive not because 
of the totals demanded and spent, but 
because of the lack of corresponding 
results, The point will be clear be- 
yond any dispute if ft is Nlustrated by 
some of the city’s most conspicuous 
activities.

A NEW SURGICAL FEAT. 

For the first time in the history. of 
surgery a vital organ has been trans- 
planted from a human body to a living 
patient. The kidney that is to setve, if 
present promise is fulfilled, in Neu of a 
tuberculous. organ excised, ‘has been 
successfully transplanted by Dr. Ham- 
MOND of Philadelphia, in the presence of 
surgeons who had heard Dr. Atexis 
CaRREL describe last week, at the Clin- 
foal Congress in that city, his own suoc- 
cessful transplantation to a human ‘Pa- 
tient of the kidney of a dog. 

The diseases of old age: are largely 
those that affect special organs. Much 
has lately been leamied about organic 
processes. Dr. MrwtzmrR of the Rocke- 
feller Institute has lately demonstrated 
that the bodily organs and nerves and 
tissues have a circulatory system of 
their own, independent of the heart and 
lymphatics, They may be removed and 
kept alive in cold storage, or made to 
grow, in @ more nourishing medium 
than the bodily fluids, to enormous 
size, Kidneys and other glands, are 
often found unserviceable because 
stunted and atrophied. We may soon 
hear of one excised, grown to normal 

and replanted whole. The subject 
of Dr. Hammonp’s operation was fortu- 
nate in falling heir ta:the kidney of:a 
healthy man Killed by an accident. The 
percentage of fatalities of healthy hu- 
man beings to the number of diseased 
organs in living persons has never been 
computed. It cannot be large. If. the 
organs and tissues of animals can be 
utilized there will be enough to go 
around, and lives that might In former 
times have been despaired of may be 
considerably prolonged.

In one of.the fastest-and most furious 
bouts between. lightweights which has 
been gtaged in New York during the past 
few months Leach Cross, the east side 
dentist, defeated Tommy Maloney of the 
west side at the Fairmont Athletic Club 
last night. The bout went the full -dis- 
tance of ten rounds, And there was not a 
minute when either showed any disposi- 
tion te stall, except to recover from the 
effects’of a terrific punch, and there were 
plenty of the hard wallops, Cross handing 
out more than his opponent, at the same 
time being forced to accept quite a few 
bimpeelt. 

Cross’s terrible right, which ‘has put 
many promising lightweights to sleep, 
.Was much in evidencé during the bout, 
and several times it appeared that he had 
Maloney on the way to slumberiand, but 
the west side boy was able to take it all, 
holding on when hecessary. 

In the first round. Maloney ran into a 
straight right jab and went to the canvas. 
It was a hard blow and he was plainly 
dazed, but he refused to take any count 
and jumped quickly to his feet. Cross 
realized that his opponent was in distress 
and tried hard to end the bout, but could 
not. During the latter part of the round 
Maloney did nothing except hold on.. In 
subsequent rounds Cross shot his terrible 
right against Maloney’s jaw with suf- 
ficient force to rock the west sider, but 
he could not knock him off his feet. Time 
and again after taking a-great amount of 
punishment Maloney rallied and forced 
Cross around the ring, —5* blows to 
Leach’s head and stomach ieh made 
the latter wince. 

In spite of adverse weather conditions 
the bout drew a large crowd. Big dele- 

tions from the sections where the rival 

xers reside turned out to cheer their 
favorites, 

Cross walked to the centre of the ri 
and landed a right on Tommy’s Sent 
which rocked the west sider. For the 
next minute Maloney showed to~ad- 
vantage and landed. often with his left, 
both im the .open fighting and in the 
clinches. About oné-half minute before 
the bell sounded Cross shot out a straight 
right, ‘which caught Maloney on the jaw, 
and the west sider went down. = was 
up in a second, but was badly dazed. 
Leach tore in to make a quick finish, 
but Maloney held and. stalled until the 
bell rang. 

Cross had ali the better of the second 
round.. He was trying. hard to land a 
knock-out, and the right hand was ae 
all the time at Maloney’s jaw. He lande 
several blows with enough force to shake 
up Maloney, and he drew blood from Ma- 
loney’s nose shortly after the round 
began. Maloriey exchanged three or four 
fast rights, but during the greater part 
of the round he was on the receiving end 
of the punching. Thé round belonged to 

ross. 

Maloney showed to much better ad- 
vantage in the third round and earned 
the honors’for the three minutes of fight- 
ing. He set the pace throughout and was 
very effective, shooting over his left to 
Cross’s head. He got one light left as 
he was backing te 4 and it almost 
floored him, although it was not a hard 
blow. Near the close of the round Ma- 
loney rushed. Cross to. the ropes and 
landed. such a shower of blows that Leach 
had to hold ‘on. , They ‘were in a clinch 
at the centre of ‘the ring when the 
round ended, 

Maloney continued his aggressive tac- 
tics in the. fourth session and gained an 
even break. The round was marked by 


-plenty of action all the way. Cross did 


not show.as.much willingness to. mix_as 
inthe aed wal chapters and had to take] 
some lops, but he usually re- 
corned. 4 

Maloney. started off strong in the fifth 
round and had the better of the early 
part of the period; but Cross came back 
and evened matters before the bell rang. 
The fighting was fast and furious, and 
thefé was no lack of hard punches at 
any stage. Cross was F pe tons for Ma- 
loney’s stomach, and did some effective 
work in the clinches. 

The sixth was another great session of 
give and take in which the,tide of battle 
was always shifting. Both boys took 
punishment that owe ordinarily bring a 
bout to a quick finish. At.one time Cross 
had Maloney against the repes, driving in 
punches that seemed enough to put Tom- 
my away, and a few seconds later Ma- 
loney was handing Cross a strai a! to the 
jaw, which shook up the den But 
Cross was. more effective, and he ‘oained

Maloney @arried the fighting to 8 all 
through the seventh round,. but he paid 
the penalty.

In the eighth round Cross continued to

that terrible right, and got only an even 
break. Cross ducked cleverly and several 
uppercuts by Maloney went wide of their 
mark. . At * time during this round 
Cross complained that Maloney, was: using 
his. head and butting him. 

In the ninth round Cross.again had the 
better of the going. his stif unches to 
the body forcing Maloney to hold on at

sider was still fighting hard, but did not 
land as often as Cross, and his blows 
lacked the steam: 

In. the tenth ,session Cross had Maloney 
in distress, and it. seemed that only a 
punch or two were needed to finish the 
bout: But-Maloney weathered the storm 
by clinching and came‘back remarkably 
the final bell.

from the study of fire dangers tothe 


question of sanitation. ~ 
Senator Wagner, the Chairman, made 


the statement that the sanitary conditions 
of bakeshops had been taken up only after 
hundreds of complaints had been received 
by the commission, alleging deplorable 
conditions and demanding remedial legis- 


lation. 

Miss Perkins was the first witness of 
the day to appear before the investiga- 
tors. She testified that she had inspected 
about one hundred. bakeshops in the city 
‘in October, November, and. December, 
1910; and found all but ten of these in 

ents. 5

the reports of my deputies,” said Miss 

‘they are badly lighted and un- 
sanitary. For the most rt the ventila- 
tion is by means of small windows about 
the level of the sidewalk.

“TY have found evidence that in many 
bakeries: the employers allow their men 
to sleep on cots in the workroom, and 
even on the bread trays. Some of the 
men have made beds on the flour sacks. 
Unfortunately, tob: chewing is com- 
mon among bakers. In a Cherry Street 
bakeshop we found a sick woman in the 
baking room, where her husband was at- 
tending her as best he could. In another 
shop in Oak Street we found a boy af- 
flicted with a bad cough occupying quar- 
ters in the working room.” : 

Miss Perkins said it was her opinion 
that so long as bakeshops were allowed 
to occupy basements there could not be 
satisfactory sanitary conditions. Light 
and -ventilation were out of the question 
for the great majority of basements. 

Abram I. Elkus, counsel for the inves- 
tigators, asked Miss Perkins what, in her 
opinion, were the remedies to be sought, 

“TY believe,” she replied, ‘that the 
Health Department has authority enough 
to remedy the conditions and control the 
bakeries. At present. the Health De- 
partment and the Labor Department di- 
vide responsibilit and the results are 
not of the best. e@ have a State depart- 
ment and a city department, and I sus- 
pect that they sorhetimes clash. 

“Our local Health Department should 
take charge of the bakeshops. They 
should demand that bakeshop employes 
submit to a. regular physical examina- 
tion, carefully watch the employment of 
women and childrén, 
limit for children observed, and that 
sickly women were not allowed to work 
in_ the bakeshops.” . 

The members of the commission present 
were Senator Wagner, who has been kept 
away from many of the hearings because 
of illness; Assemblyman Alfred E. Smith, 
Senator ¢.

‘The authority to enforce 
the law ought to lodge in the Health De- 
partment. and we n at least 150 In- 
spectors to carry on this work. The 
bakeries should be inspected once a week, 
and a permit might be issued which would 
insure a regular inspection.” 

Another. witness was Charles F. Iffland, 
General ‘Organizer of the International 
Union of Bakers and Confectioners, He 
said that the unfon was opposed to all 


bakery below the stréet level.

Thomas H. Wilcox May Have 
Been Thrown fromythe Roof. 
of His Tenement. 


WOMAN'S TALE OF COMPANION. 


Police Seek a Short Man with a Dark 
Mustache Whom a Neighbor 
Says Site Saw. 


Thomas H. Wilcox, a well-to-do real 
estate broker of 875 De Kalb Avenue,. 
Brooklyn} who had an office at 257 
Broadway, 
morning at the bottom of an airshaft be- 
tween two five-story tenements at 261 
and 263’ Monroe Street. Although the po- 
lice at first set down the case as gn ac- 
cidental death, they found circumstances 
later which make them think it possible 
that Mr, Wilcox may have met his death 
through foul play. 

Mr. Wilcox owned 263 Monrose. Street, 
and-also a twin tenement adjoining it at 
265 Monroe Street, as well as two five- 
story tenements in the rear of the bulid- 
ing. He had other property in. Henry and 
Oliver Strets. Although’ he was 68 years 
old it was his custom always to attend 
to the collecting of his rents and to in- 
spect his property in person, and to look 
after other properties belonging to his 
relatives and clients. 

Yesterday morning he-must have gone 
directly from his home in Brooklyn ‘to 
Monroe Street, as he did not appear at 
his office. There is a leak in the roof of 
263 Monroe Street, and it is believed by 
the police that he went up there to im- 
spect it before ordering repairs. 

At about 9 o’clock Mrs. Elizabeth Ruh, 
who lives on the top floor of the rear 4en¢- 
ment, almost on a level with the roof of 
263 Monroe Street, says she saw Mr. Wil- 
cox and another man on the roof, ap- 
——— inspecting it near a chimney 
which is at the very edge of the build- 
ing. She says she caught only a glimpse 
ot the other man, but believes he was 
short and dark, with a dark mustache, 
dark overcoat, and derby. She attached 
no significance to the fact that Mr. Wil- 
cox was there because he. visited the 
premises frequently. 

About ten minutes later, she says, she 
noticed the second man hurrying toward 
the scuttle on the roof of the tenement, 
and, looking from her window into. the 
courtyard below, saw the body of Mr. 
Wilcox lying in the airshaft. 

Her son; John Ruh, called the janitor, 
Francesco Jardine, and they fotified Po- 
liceman. Harper. The liceman called 
an ambulance, but Mr. flcox had been 
killed instantly, Detectives Foy and 
Woods of the Delancey Street Station 
were assigned to the case. They reported 
that Mr. Wilcox seemed to have met his 
death by an accidental fall. No one but 
Mrs. Ruh could be found who had seen 
another man with Mr. Wilcox, when he 
entered the building or thereafter. There 
was no evidence of a struggle on the 
roof and no indications of robbery, as 
$48, Mr. Wilcox's watch, and the letters 
and papers he usually carried were found 
in his pockets. 

As soon as she was notified, Mr. Wil- 
cox’s wife hurried from her home to the 
Station. She was almost hysterical, and 
talked to the ce of foul play, saying 
her husband had received threatening let- 
ters some time ago. She could not recall 
from whom these letters came, she said 
but believed they were from some one 
who wanted to buy the property where 
Mr. Wilcox met his death. Last night, 
when she was somewhat calmer, she de- 
clared that those letters had been re- 
ceived three years ago and ignored as 
empty threats by her husband, and that 
he. had not been bothered since then. She 
said she believed her husband’s death 
was due to an accidental fall. 

Mr. Willcox ‘called at the tenement of 
the janitor, Jardine, a few minutes before 
his body was found fn the airshaft, but 
Jardine, according to his wife, had not 
accompahied him to the roof. The jan- 
itor was not at home later in the day.
